The church was established on 


June 8-9, 1861, with 10 white mem 
tcrs and 32 Negro slaves. The 
church continued to accepl color- 
cdMpcoplc into membership 
fol- 


lowing the War 
Between 
the 


States until 1871. After that date 
most of Ihe colored members 
wHJidrcw »to join churches of 
their own. -The church was moved 
into newly established Hope in 
1874.
